Hlnsha w, a ccused of brea king up a 
home, ha s been a rrested by order of 
Gov ernor J . Fra nk Ha nly, a nd it is 
possible tha t the ma n once sentenced 
to serv e a life sentence in prison for 
the a lleged murder of his wife, ma y 
be forced to serv o out his sentence in 
a ceil. 
Hinsha w wa s pa roled by Gov ernor 
W. T. Durbin the la st da y of Gov ernor 
Durbin's term In office. 
The pa roled 
prisoner wa s a rrested a ga in Thurs­ 
da y a t his home nea r Lynn, Ra ndolph 
county, on a n executiv e order 
He 
ha d been pra ctica lly a free ma n since 
J a n. 9 , 19 05. 
Hlnsha w wa s ta ken to 
W inchester immedia tely a fter his a r­ 
rest, a nd wa s then brought to India n­ 
a polis. 
He refused to ta lk. 
It is expected tha t the a rrest will 
serv e to reopen the fa mous Hlnsha w 
murder mystery, which 
wa H nev er 
solv ed to the complete sa tisfa ction of 
the public. 
The doubt existing a s to 
the guilt of 
Hinsha w. who wa s a 
prea cher, serv ed to sa v e him from the 
ga llows, a nd his sentence for life fol­ 
lowed a long a nd bitter tria l, the ma t­ 
ter being a ppea led to the highest court 
in the sta te 
Hinsha w wa s a Methodist minister 
in wha t wa s known a s the Bellev ille 
circuit, Hendricks county. 
On 
the 
morning of J a n. 10, 189 5. his wife wa s 
found murdered, a nd Hinsha w’ himself 
shot in two pla ces a nd sla shed with a 
ra zor. 
Hinsha w wa s a ccused of the 
crime a nd a fter a long tria l he wa s 
found guilty a nd sentenced to life Im­ 
prisonment 
At the time of the tria l 
a nother woma n wa s connected with 
it in a n indefinite wa y. 
It is thought 
tha t the present dev elopments will 
clea r this ma tter up beyond a ll per- 
a dv enture, a nd tha t the whole truth 
of this fa mous ea se will come to light 
a t la st 
The present dev elopments inv olv e 
the a lleged brea kup of a nother home. 
The wa rra nt wa s issued by Gov ernor 
Ha nly on a representa tion by George 
Freema n. Republica n sheriff-elect of 
Wa ba sh county, tha t 
Hinsha w ha d 
been intima te with Freema n’s wife 
since his relea se from Michiga n City. 
Freema n is a brother of Will Freema n, 
secreta ry of the sta te boa rd of for­ 
estry. 
The gov ernor decided tha t the 
ev idence tha t George Freema n ha d 
nga inst Hinsha w a nd Freema n’s wife 
wa s sufficient to ca use Hlnsha w's a r 
rest. 
Hinsha w will receiv e a hea ring 
before the gov ernor toda y, a nd if the 
cha rge's 
tha t 
Freema n 
prefers 
a re 
found to be true it is expected tha t the 
pa role will be rev oked a nd Hinsha w 
will be sent ba ck to Michiga n City 
penitentia ry to serv e out the rest of a 
life sentence 
It is sa id tha t Mrs 
Freema n a nd Hlnshuv v were sw eet­ 
hea rts a s v oting people

Brunner,

bla nk, ca me to him self a nd direcetd 
Rea to the a sylum. 
Arriv ing a t the a sylum w ith his 
cha rge, 
upon 
inquiry, 
the 
officer 
lea rned tha t the ga tes of tha t in stitu ­ 
tion ha d been officia lly closed a ga inst 
Brunner, a s lie ha d ta ken up a resi­ 
dence here. 
Brunner ha d been re­ 
fused a dmitta nce to onr county a sy­ 
lum for the rea son tha t*h© wa s not a 
resident of this countv . 
The tw o men then got on a ca r, 
ca lled a t the court house, only to find 
tha t the county trustee ha d mov ed his 
office on a ccount of hoboes bothering 
him. 
Out West 
Wa shington 
street 
“ rode the ga lla nt P ea ,’’ w ith a d e­ 
termina tion to pla ce his ma n. 
A r­ 
riv ing a t the office of the trnstee, he 
found tha t it would In» irregula r to 
put Brunner in the county a sylum 
there, a nd 
tie referred him to the 
J ulietta institution. 
The 
Rushv ille 
officer then got in com munica tion with 
J ulietta , a mi found tha t the only wa y 
tha t he 
could get Brunner a berth 
there would bo to ha v e him pose a s a 
cook a mi a pply for a position a s they 
were a dv ertising for such a pa rty. 
Disgusted with the whole a ffa ir. Offi­ 
cer Pea wa lked ba ek a nd forth on the 
streets of the “ grea t m etropolis’’ with 
a cra zy ma n on his ha nds—a nd ha lf of 
the time on his feet 
It. took a ll tho 
plea sure out of the trip for “ B ill.” 
Rut “ B ill” is rescourceful. 
He did 
not wa nt to bring him ba ck to this 
city, there wa s no pla ce for him here. 
Why not put the ma u in ja il in Iudi- 
a na polis-.’ 
No sooner sa id tha n done. 
In the police hea dqua rters he told 
his pitiful ta le a nd there, kind hea rts 
reliev ed'him of his burden.

Indianap olis, Ind 
N ovem ber 9 — 
T here ia no doubt in the m inds erf 
most p oliticians th at th e reform the 
governor injected into the cam p aign 
cost the s ta te and legislative tickets 
thousands of votes in the counties 
w here a re cities. 
It is adm itted that 
he was a tow er of streng th to the 
sta te and legislative tickets in many 
of th e sm aller counties in the southe?n 
half of th e state, but his streng th 
th ere did not offset the loss in the 
heavy counties north of Indianap olis. 
T h ere is no doubt that the liquor In­ 
te re sts w ere aroused ny th e governor’s 
attitude and th a t they fought the tick­ 
ets in every p ossible m anner. 
They 
centered th eir fight on such so-called 
tem p erance cranks fks W illiam Guirl 
of Brazil, w ho was a candidate for re- 
election as rep resentative. 
He was 
one of the leaders in the enactm ent 
of the Moore rem onstrance law two 
y ears ago. and w as ex p ected to lead 
the tem p erance forces nex t winter. 
His defeat is doubtless due to th e op ­ 
p osition of the liquor interests, who 
also ex ercised g re a t influenet* ag ainst 
the Rep ublican candidates for th e leg­ 
islature at T e rre H aute, South Bend. 
Fort W ay ne anti oth er large cities, 
which w ent Democratic. 
The re turns 
indicated very p lainly that the gov­ 
e rnor’s ap p eal for the election of a 
legislature that would do his bidding 
as against the liquor traffic and oth er 
sp ecial interests th at he was a tta c k ­ 
ing had fallen short of what had been 
confidently ex p ected by th e R ep ubli­ 
can cam p aign m anagers. 


T h ere are some p eculiar teatiires of 
the result th at will not be thoroughly 
understood 
For 
instance. 
Sullivan 
county , long the b a nne r D em ocratic 
county of the state, gave Davis but 
550 in his race for congress. 
If it had 
given 1.000, which w as considered low 
for Sullivan two or th re e y ears ago, 
Chanev would 
have 
been 
defeated. 
But still stra ng e r was the fact that the 
R ep ublicans elected a rep resentative 
from Sullivan county , w hile they cam e 
within fourteen of losing one in K os­ 
ciusko— one of the R ep ublican strong ­ 
holds. 
The R ep ublicans lost most 
heavily in th e ir own strongholds and 
made th eir gains in th e D em ocratic 
counties south of Indianap olis.

g eth er it was the m ost p eculiar elec­ 
tion in Indiana for m any y ears.
